General  Statistics. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  2469  975  acres  (land  and 
inland  waters)  and  the  population  recorded  at  the  1921  census 
was  9,251,  which  corrected  for  residents  only  was  given  as 
5,555.  It  is  estimated  that  the  population  is  now  6,700, 
although  the  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  1925  is  given  as  4824, 
which  is  known  to  be  a  gross  underestimate.  The  population 
during  the  season  is  increased  from  80,000  to  85,000.

The  nearest  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  at  Spilsbv,  and  there 
is  no  local  centre  available  for  treatment  of  Venereal  diseases. 


General  Health. 

There  was  during  the  year  no  disease  of  special  im¬ 
portance  except  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  of  a  mild  type. 

Hospitals 

The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  well  managed,  the 
attendance  rendered  to  the  fourteen  patients  treated  during  the 
year  by  Mrs.  Gray,  the  Matron,  having  been  much  appreciated. 

THE  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

The  necessity  for  an  institution  of  this  character  is 
indicated  by  the  consistent  increase  from  year  to  year  in  the 
number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  local  hospital,  where  skilled 
surgical  aid  and  efficient  nursing  are  available  for  both  residents 
and  visitors  in  need  of  such  treatment. 

During  the  year  1925  the  number  of  in-patients  admitted 
to  this  Hospital  was  117,  of  which  90  were  surgical,  and  the 
remainder 'medical  cases,  66  anaesthetics  were  administered,  and 
56  surgical  operations  were  performed.  In  addition,  treatment 
was  also  given  to  45  out-patients. 

There  are  11  Beds  available,  One  Cot  and  Three  Private 
Wards.  The  Staff  include  :  Matron,  Sister,  Night  Nurse,  Two 
Probationers,  Cook,  Housemaid,  and  Porter. 

The  most  urgent  necessity  at  present  is  an  extension  of 
the  Operating  Theatre,  which  the  Committee  propose  to  put  in 
hand  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  have  been  subscribed.  The 
sum  of  £276  9s.  7d.  has  already  been  raised,  but  a  much  larger 
amount  must  be  available  before  the  contemplated  extension  can 
be  proceeded  with. 
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I  must  express  my  keen  appreciation  of  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  the  Hospital  is  managed,  and  of  the  skill  and 
unremitting  attention  displayed  by  the  Matron  (Miss  Hewitt) 
and  her  Staff  in  the  execution  of  their  duties.

The  work  of  the  Association  is  going  on  splendidly,  and 
reports  of  the  Nurses’  work  from  the  Queen  Victoria’s  Jubilee 
Institute  for  Nurses  show  great  satisfaction  at  the  way  in  which 
Sister  Clarke  and  Sister  Gaule  continue  their  work  of  healing. 

Climes. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been  well  attended  during 
the  year  and  has  rendered  valuable  services,  and  Miss  Grantham 
the  Secretary  reports  as  follows  : 

The  work  of  the  Clinic  is  carried  out  by  a  voluntary 
Committee,  with  Dr.  Sweeten,  chairman.  A  County  Council 
Medical  Gfficer  attends  every  alternate  Wednesday,  when  the 
Mothers  and  Children  have  advice  free.  The  District  Nurses 
are  in  attendance  every  week  to  weigh  the  babies  and  give  out 
medicines.  The  County  Council  Dentist  attends  periodically 
when  the  Mothers  have  dental  treatment  at  a  greatly  reduced 
charge.  The  work  at  the  Centre  has  increased  considerably 
during  the  past  year.  Milk  and  Virol  have  been  given  free  in 
special  cases.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  the  committee  to  see  the 
marked  improvement  in  many  of  the  babies 
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Free  medicine  has  been  given  to  children  of  school  age. 
One  child  with  affected  eyesight  was  sent  to  the  County  Hospital 
(Lincoln)  for  treatment.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  expenses  of  a 
local  mother  were  paid  as  a  patient  in  the  Maternity  Home, 
Lincoln. 

A  Baby  Show  was  held  during  Health  Week,  48  babies 
were  entered.  During  the  year  the  mothers  made  1249 
attendances  at  the  Clinic,  and  the  children  1613,  and  visitors  145. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Council  have  provided  a  horse  drawn  carriage 
ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

For  other  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is  provided  by 
Red  Cross  Association  and  is  garaged  at  Mr.  L.  Dodds,  Market 
Place,  Spilsby.  Telephone  No.  8. 

The  Sick  Boom  Stores  inaugurated  by  the  Red  Cross 
Association  and  managed  locally  by  the  District  Nurse 
Association  has  also  proved  a  boon  to  the  townspeople. 

Laboratory  Work,  etc. 

The  Council  is  a  Life  member  of  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  who  now  carry  out  laboratory  work  for  the  Council 
at  special  rates.  The  County  Laboratory  has  also  provided  its 
great  usefulness  again.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the 
Council  for  use  in  all  cases  free.

Steps  have  been  take  during  the  year  to  augment  the 
most  excellent  supply  of  soft  and  pure  water  which  is  of  such 
an  excellent  quality  not  possessed  by  any  town  in  England. 

Sewage. 

The  extension  of  the  Sewage  Purification  Plant  was 
completed  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  a  most  excellent 
effluent  is  now  obtained.  Although  these  works  cost  £16,000 
the  Council  may  congratulate  themselves  that  having  a  clean 
and  pure  sea  shore  is  worth  this  expenditure.  It  is  not  many 
seaside  resorts  that  can  boast  that  not  a  drop  of  sewage  is 
discharged  into  the  sea  opposite  or  near  their  front.  The 
Skegness  sands  are  unrivalled  for  cleanliness  and  purity  as  well 
as  in  every  other  respect. 

Extensions  during  the  year— Foul  Sewers  •••  1818  yds.

Seathorne  Sewers. 

Active  steps  have  been  taken  during  the  year  for  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  a  sewerage  system  for  the  extrem9  northern  area  of 
the  district,  by  reason  of  the  very  rapid  development  of  the 
Seathorne  Estate.  Incidentally,  such  system  is  being  designed 
to  take  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Winthorpe,  which  is  to  be 
added  to  the  existing  Urban  Area  an  April  1st,  1925.  The 
scheme  provides  for  the  gravitation  of  the  sewage  to  an  ejector 
station,  from  which  it  will  be  lifted  by  compressed  air  into  the 
recently  extended  sewer  at  Roman  Bank,  and  thence  it  will 
gravitate  to  the  central  Pumping  Station  for  treatment  and 
purification  at  the  Disposal  Works. 
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Scavenging* 

The  Scavenging  work  is  now  being  done  with  one 
collection  weekly  during  the  winter,  and  during  the  season  two 
collections  weekly  in  the  central  area,  and  is  proving  quite 
satisfactory. 

Housing. 

1.  The  general  housing  conditions  of  Skegness  are  good 
in  so  far  that  no  slums  whatever  exist,  although  there  is  a  grave 
danger  to  the  town  in  the  settlements  of  Caravans  and  Sheds 
that  sprang  up  on  the  outskirts  soon  after  the  termination  of 
the  War. 

2.  There  is,  however,  a  most  marked  shortage  of  houses, 
and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  active  steps  that  were  being 
taken  by  the  Council  in  the  purchase  of  land  and  even  the 
submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  an  application  for  a 
loan  for  houses,  have  been  brought  to  nought  by  the  attitude 
taken  by  the  Ministry.  This  is  more  than  a  local  matter,  and 
I  do  press  for  the  Council  to  do  their  utmost  to  meet  the  in¬ 
sistent  demand  for  more  and  more  houses< 

8.  (a)  The  surprisingly  rapid  increase  in  building 

operations  in  the  town  has  been  the  means  of  bringing  large 
numbers  of  new  residents  into  the  district :  it  is  estimated  that 
those  engaged  locally  in  the  building  industry  alone,  have  in¬ 
creased  threefold  during  the  year. 

It  is  also  anticipated  that  the  provision  of  the  two  very 
large  Convalescent  Homes,  each  costing  £60,000,  will  have  the 
effect  of  considerably  swelling  the  population  of  the  town. 

(b)  There  are  considerably  more  cases  of  overcrowding 
in  the  town  than  might  reasonably  be  expected  in  a  place  where 
the  houses  are  usually  built  larger  than  the  family  needs,  in 
order  to  provide  for  visitors,  but  especially  is  there  overcrowding 
in  the  caravans  and  sheds,  the  rents  for  which  are  so  extortionate  : 
it  is  a  common  thing  for  such  to  be  anything  from  10  -  to  25/- 
per  week.  If  ever  there  were  a  need  for  a  Profiteering  Act,  it 
certainly  is  the  case  in  regard  to  the  rents  charged  for  third  rate 
dwellings  in  these  days.  It  is  difficult  to  take  adequate  steps  to 
deal  with  this  evil  until  houses  are  provided. 

(c)  The  general  standard  of  the  housing  in  the  area  is 
certainly  good,  when  the  temporary  premises  are  excluded, 
defects  found  being : 
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Insufficient  w.c.  accommodation  ;  defective  downspouts 
and  soil-pipes. 

(d)  There  is  no  unhealthy  area  in  this  modern  town. 

(e)  The  Byelaws  in  regard  to  Houses-let-in-Lodgings  do 
not  appear  to  be  of  very  practical  value,  and  those  as  to  Tents, 
Vans,  Sheds,  etc.,  have  rather  the  effect  of  legalising  a  form  of 
habitation  which  is  quite  unsuited  to  an  Urban  District. 
Furthermore,  action  cannot  be  taken  until  the  matter  has  first 
been  reported  to  the  Council,  and  by  the  time  a  conviction  is 
obtained,  the  dweller  has  been  possibly  two  months  in  the  town 
at  considerable  danger  and  inconvenience  to  the  permanent 
residents. 

Winthorpc. 

For  very  many  years  it  has  been  very  apparent  that  the 
area  of  the  district  should  be  extended  to  include  a  portion  of 
Winthorpe.  The  application  was  made  during  the  year,  and 
the  County  Council  held  their  Enquiry  on  May  20th,  1925,  and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  such  application  was  granted  in 
every  respect  Under  the  Lindsey  (Skegness  Urban  District) 
Order,  1925,  an  area  of  1941.818  acres  will  be  incorporated  in 
the  Urban  District  on  the  1st  April,  1926.  Such  an  expansion 
should  open  up  very  great  possibilities  for  the  better  and  even 
more  rapid  development  of  the  town.

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Food. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  have  to  report  that  some 
definite  steps  are  being  inaugurated  by  the  Council  in  the 
provision  of  a  Public  Abattoir,  but  by  reason  of  the  attitude  of 
the  Minister  of  Health  in  regard  to  the  raising  of  loans  for  public 
works  this  very  necessary  part  of  the  health  service  has  been 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Health  Week. 

The  first  Health  Week  was  held  during  the  year  from 
the  4th  to  the  9th  October,  when  a  series  of  lectures,  addresses, 
and  demonstrations  were  given  on  matters  affecting  the  Public 
Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Hygiene,  etc. 

The  proceedings  opened  on  Sunday  Oct.  4th  when  special 
reference  was  made  in  all  the  places  of  Worship  to  the 
important  relationship  of  Health  to  life. 

In  collaboration  with  local  ladies  and  gentlemen  and  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  County  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  Dr.  A.  Ashleigh  Glegg,  and  his  staff  of 
Assistant  Medical  Officers,  together  with  Dr.  Dean,  Spilsby,  and 
Drs.  Sweeten  and  Allan,  gave  very  interesting  and  helpful 
lectures. 

The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
arranged  an  interesting  demonstration  at  the  Slaughter-houses, 
Richmond  Drive,  and  their  District  Inspector,  Mr.  Webb,  was 
in  attendance  to  answer  any  questions  in  connection  with  it. 

A  special  feature  in  connection  with  Health  Week  was  a 
series  of  Essays  open  to  children  of  Skegness  and  Winthorpe  on 
the  following  subjects,  viz  : — 

1.  Clean  Milk. 

2.  Children’s  Favourite  Film  Artist. 

8.  Sport  and  Health. 

4.  Ice  Cream  as  a  Food. 

and  other  Essays  open  to  Residents  of  Skegness 
and  Winthorpe,  included  the  following  subjects  : 

1.  Why  Skegness  is  so  Bracing. 

2.  Fish  as  an  article  of  Food. 

3.  The  Furnishing  of  the  Home. 

4.  The  best  suggestion  for  a  Working-class  House. 
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Prizes,  given  by  local  tradesmen  and  other  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  were  awarded  for  the  three  best  answers  in  each  class, 
whilst  Mr.  Ridout,  the  Manager  of  the  Skegness  Farmers’  Dairy 
Coy<,  kindly  arranged  demonstrations  of  his  plant  to  a  large 
number  of  school-children. 

The  whole  proceedings  throughout  the  week  were  en¬ 
thusiastically  received  by  the  large  number  of  people  who 
attended  them,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this,  the  First  Health  Week 
of  the  Skegness  Urban  District  Council,  will  be  succeeded  each 
year  in  future  by  others,  each  more  successful  than  its  pre¬ 
decessor. 

In  conclusion,  I  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  my 
heartiest  thanks  to  all,  who,  by  their  efforts,  assisted  me  in 
making  our  Health  AVeek  the  great  success  it  undoubtedly  was. 

GENERALLY 

The  large  number  of  visitors  who  annually  visit  the 
town  for  the  benefit  of  their  health  is  a  testimony  to  the  health 
giving  properties  of  the  Skegness  air. 

Many  of  the  most  eminent  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
the  country  continue  to  send  their  patients  in  increasing 
numbers  year  by  year  for  convalescence  and  recuperation. 

The  newly  constructed  Rock  Gardens  present  a  vision  of 
beauty.  The  beautiful  plants  of  many  varieties,  in  colours  of 
White,  Pink,  Mauve,  Scarlet,  Yellow,  Orange  and  Purple,  being- 
very  much  in  evidence  and  are  greatly  appreciated  by  visitors 
and  residents  alike. 

I  append  the  usual  tables  for  the  information  of  the 
Council,  and  would  take  the  opportunity  of  stating  what  a 
pleasure  it  has  been  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  under  a  Council  so  earnest  in  the  desire  to  ensure 
perfectly  healthy  conditions  for  the  town,  and  I  would  like  to 
express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  the  manner  in  which  my 
reports  and  suggestions  have  been  received  from  time  to  time.
